American. 


Congress wanted to know whether 


ur army was really American, not 
nly nominally but in the nationality 


of its officers and men. The Adjutant- 
General set about obtaining to in- 
formation desired, and when eighty- 
eight out of ninety-six posts had 
responded, he tabulated the results. 
They showed that 99 83 per ceut. of 
the commissioned officers were citizens, 
77.53 per cent, of the non commis- 
sioned, and 75.28 per cent, of the 
privates. 


This was not by any means a dis- 


creditable result; but soon tbe per- 
centage will be much greater, for a 
new law, passed at the late session, 
declares that "in time of peace no 
pei son except an Indian, who is not a 
cit zen of the United States, or who 
cannot speak, read and write the En> 
glish language, or who is or thirty 
yeais of age, shall be enlisted for the 
first enlistment in the army."

fact is, with the career now open to 
the American soldier, including the

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN. 


BepK mbor In the Month In Wblcli to 


Prepare the Uround, 


Tl e first of September is the best 


time for seeding new grounds, and all 
preparatory work on them should be 
completed this month. It ought to be 
kept in mind in making this prepara* 
tion that it can be done but once, and 
it is for a long time; therefore it should 
be t lorough. 
Deep plowing or spad- 


ing is a necessity for a good growth of 
grass. 
If the ground is wet or springy 


it must first be underdraincd. 


The final work is to pulverize the 


surf ice soil to the last degree ; it is 
not possible to make it too fine and 
mellow for the reception of the seed. 
If s'.able manure is ploughed iu it must 
be old and well rotted, otherwise the 
crops of weeds will be too great. In 
plate of stable manure use at the rate 
of 300, 400 or 500 pounds to the ncro 
of some good commercial fertilizer.

The Haze, Material and Moral. 


The liaze which now spreads over 


this country to an extent and with a 
fog of a thickness rarely paralleled in 
our experience is due, of course, to 
the long period of drought and the 
vast forest fires which are a conses 
quence of the dry season. 
It is in- 


tensified along the coast by mist rol- 
ling in from the sea. 
At times here- 


abouts the yellow light, penetrating 
through the heavy atmosphere, is like 
the soft and beautiful illumination of 
the Indian summer ; but in some parts 
of the East, more particularly in 
northern New England, the rays of the 
sun have been so far shut out that the 
employment of artificial light in the 
day time lias become necessary. 


The period of drought began more 


than two months ago, and in many 
regions it nas Dcen uiroroKen, unless uy 
a few drops of rain. The ground is 
parched, vegetation is withered, crops 
are destroyed altogether, or greatly 
lessened in amount, and cattle are 
suffering for lack of sufficient pastur- 
age. 
The streams are running low or 


are completely dried up. The season, 
therefore, has brought calamity to 
agriculture, more especially to the 
corn crop, throughout a wide territory. 
The farmers are depressed, and the 
aggregate of their losses is enormous. 
Mills have been compelled to stop run- 
ning because of the failure of their 
water supply, and in many places water 
can be obtained for stock only with 
great difficulty by carting it from a 
distance or driving cattle far to find 
it 
It has become necessary to feed 


hay to stock, the pastures being broivn 
and sere. Forest fires are raging in 
the Catskills, the Adirondacks, and the 
Alleghaiiies, filling the air for miles 
around with dense smoke, and the 
readiness with which they arc kindled 
in the dry underbrush is causing alarm 
in every woo'led district. 


This is at the East merely, but at 


the West the situation is terrible. 
More than a thousand square miles of 
woodland and prairie have been burned 
over, with a loss of hundreds of lives. 
Whole villages have been destroyed, 
and the inhabitants of the- devastated 
region who have escaped 
from the 


flames, have been improverished. The 
necessities of these unhappy people 
appeal to the philanthropy of the whole 
Union; and New York must again 
come forward with its always generous 
charity for (heir relief. 
Not since the 


Johnstown disaster has there been so 
urgent a call for assistance to so many 
sufferers. 
The case is even worse than 


it was then. The losses have been 
even more widespread, more enormous, 
and more awful. 
The aid required, 


too, must be extended forthwith, and 
the necessity is likely to continue 
during the winter. 
Thousands of 


farmers and villagers have lost every- 
thing on which they depended for a 
1 ving. Their crops are 
destroyed, 


their stock, their dwellings, and their 
implements. Vast stretches of the 
richest woodland iu the Union have 
been burned over, and the money loss 
in timber, standing and cut, has 
aggregrated many millions. The con- 
sequent damage to the railroads in the 
loss of freights will be great, seriously 
lessening the earnings which they had 
been expecting in the autumn. 


This widespread calamity, therefore, 


darkens the prospect of the business 
revival so confidently expected, and of 
which there was already an encourag* 
ing beginning, due to the exhaustion 
of stocks of goods in the hands of 
merchants in all parts of the Union. 
The haze which fills the atmosphere 
typifies in its influences the moral 
clouds resting over the spirit of enter- 
prise. 


Meantime labor is struggling against 


reductions in wages which are not 
compensated for by any decrease in 
the cost of living, brought about by a 
politically treacherous and practically 
inconsistent tariff. 
An odious income 


tax, imposed solely in communistic 
vindictiveness against thrift and pros- 
perity, and in defiance of Democratic 
principal and precedent, dampens the 
party's hopes and estranges from it the 
wealth and enterprise of the republic. 


The situation, therefore, at the 


opening of autumn is not encouraging 
either materially or politically.—N. Y.

< rustacoous lichens by slicing off n thin 
Mrip of tho bark, largo enough to show 
the outline of tho stain, and by writing 
the name of (ho tree from which it was 
taken on tho bark, but it is quite a dif- 
ferent matter when ono sits down bosido 
n bowlder.— Now York Independent.

bag on the hard ground and 'then 'drew 
from it a largo bandanna handkerchief. 
Digging a small hole in the ground 
with ono finger, he buried a pineapple 
seed, arid over this 15? placed his hand- 
kerchief. 
He carefully smoothed out 


the cloth, rabbiiig swiftly from left to 
right 
After this maneuver was ended 


ho made several passes with his arms 
over tho handkerchief, while his com- 
rades beat industriously upon their 
drums and blew upon their pipes.

SUED IN CALIFORNIA. 


NEW CURE FOR DIPHTHERIA. 


European Boipltals Practicing a Method of 


l£lood Iiioculutlon. 


So many thousands of children are 


annually carried off by diphtheria, the 
sufferings caused by tho disease are BO 
agonizing and the remedies hitherto at 
the disposal of the medical profession so 
inadequate that tho news of tho intro- 
duction into the Berlin and London hos- 
pitals of a new and efficacious cure for 
this fell malady cannot be regarded 
otherwise than us a matter of public in- 
terest. 


Very little has been heard about this 


remedy, owing to the fact that the dis- 
tinguished bacteriologists engaged in 
its discovery have been unwilling to 
subject themselves to the same disad 
vantage as Dr. Koch, whose cure for 
consumption hag been unjustly pro 
claimed a failure merely because i 
was published to the world prematurely 
and before it was ready for medical ap 
plication. Tho new cure, briefly speak 
ing, is ono of inoculation, with this 
difference—that, instead of injecting 
;he poison into tho system of the pa 
tient, one injects the blood of an ani- 
mal which has been inoculated with e 
weak culture of tho diphtheria bacte- 
ria, tho virus of tho latter being, how 
ever, of so weak a character that it does 
jot affect the animal with the malady, 
rat merely renders it immune thereto. 


Repeated experiments made of late 


cavo shown that a few drops of blooc 
rom a horse or any other animal thus 
rendered immune injected into a hu- 
man being suffering from diphtheria 
are sufficient to arrest and cure the dis- 
ease. Of course it is too soon as yet to 
quote the statistics of the few hundreds 


cures which have been effected in 


Berlin and London by this treatment, 
which is to be fully discussed in all its 
jomplioated scientific aspects at the 
orthcoimug international congress of 
hygiene in September at Budapest. But, 
whatever the ultimate result of its ap- 
ilication, it has at least one advantage 
iver all other forms of inoculation hith- 
rto discovered—namely, that tho matter 
njected into the system of the patient 
s freo from poison and consequently 
harmless.—New York Tribuna

hen it was being taken down to be 


Carried to Now York. Our vessel was 
ut in the Mediterranean with a roving 
ommission, and we were at Alexandria 
t the time the obelisk was being mov- 
d. The big stone had been presented by 
the Egyptian government to this coun- 
try. Taut the people were wild about hav- 
ing it moved. We had to place a guard 
around the men who were working 011 
the shaft, and even then there was al- 
most a .not. 


"But that was one of the prettiest 


pieces of engineering work I have ever 
seen. 
The engineers who were moving 


our shaft had a couple of big wooden 
cases built that fitted around the needle 
like the pieces of wood around the lead 
in a pencil.

An Old Phlladelpliian Wu the Mainspring 


of Its Early Life—Rlgtinr TTp • Plant 
Under Great Difficulties—A Member of 
the Original Staff Honored In Monterey. 


The only living member of the origi- 


nal staff of the first newspaper ever 
printed in California resides about five 
miles from the city of Monterey, in the 
Camel valley. His name is Swan, arid 
every one calls him "Pioneer1' Swan, 
partly to please him and partly because 
he deserves the title. Few men are in- 
teresting at 80, but "Pioneer" is still 
bright and clear in his memory and not 
entirely without ambition. 
If you ask 


him, he will tell you, with evident rel- 
ish, about some highly interesting inter- 
views of his reportorial days. 


The small beginnings of this first 


newspaper in California are quite curi- 
ous as related by Swan. The original 
press was imported from Spain by Jose 
Figueroa, the sixth governor of Califor- 
nia under Maxican rule. 
Figueroa, 


whose term of office expired in 1885, 
imported the press with the intention of 
printing his official reports. His guber- 
natorial career, however, was brief and 
stormy, and he never found time to co 
loot his materials, much less print hi 
reports, so the machine was consignc 
to a storeroom in the old ouartcl, whic 
was the Mexican soldiers' barracks 
Monterey. 
There it lay, together wit 


a keg of ink, covered with rubbish 
undisturbed, until 1846. 


This was the year when Colton be 


came alcalde, and with the character 
istio American restlessness commencec 
to stir things up in the sleepy old town 
The first thing that he did was to com 
mence an investigation of all the gov 
eminent property. 
Among this proper 


ty was the cuartel, and here he fonn 
,the old press. Being a man of literary 
tastes and some experience, he decidec 
to start a newspaper and utiliEa his dis 
covery. First, he selected a partner 
Kobert Semple, and then began a seard 
for the requisite materials. There wer 
Ink and press, but the ingenuity of th 
pair was taxed to restore the rules am 
leads, which had become separated from 
the press and lost during its years o 
idleness. 


In Colton's diary there is a descrip 


tion of the paper. Under the date o 
Aug. 15, 184B, he writes: "Today the 
first newspaper ever published in Call 
fornia made its appearancco. The hon 
or, if such it may be, of writing the 
prospectus falls to me. It is to be issue, 
every Saturday and is published by 
Semple & Colton. 


"Little did I think when I relin 


quished the editorship of The North 
American, in Philadelphia, that my 
next feat in this line would be off heri 
in California. 


"My partner, Bemple, is an emigrant 


from Kentucky, who stands 6 feet J 
inches in his stockings. He wears i 
buckskin, dress, a foxskin cap, is true 
with his rifle, ready with his pen anc 
quick at the type cane. 


' 'He created the materials of our offici 


out of a chaos of a small concern which 
Jose Figueroa intended to use in print 
ing official reports. 


"The press is old enough to be pro 


served as a curiosity. The mice hac 
burrowed in the balls, there were no 
rules nor leads, and the types were 
rusty and all in pi. 
It was only by 


scouring that the letters could be made 
to show their facee. With a jackknife 
we cut a piece of tin into leads anc 
rules. Luckily we found with the press 
part of a keg of ink, and now came the 
main scratch for paper. None could be 
fcmnd, except what is used to envelop 
the tobacco used by the natives. A 
coaster which was lying in the bay had 
a small amount on board, which we pro 
cured. The sheets were a trifle larger 
than foolscap. A crowd wasi waiting 
when the first sheet was thrown from 
the press. There was a good deal of ex 
citement. Never was a bank run upon 
harder, not, however, by people with 
paper to get specie, but just the reverse.'' 


The paper was first printed half in 


English and half in Spanish to accom 
modate the Monterey public. Another 
difficulty the original proprietors had to 
overcome in setting the type for the 
English portion of the paper was the 
lack of the letter "W," as the Spanish 
type did not contain it. A "W" was 
constructed by using two "Vs." In 
May, 1847, the paper was moved to San 
Francisco, where it was published for 
many years under the name of The Alta 
California. 


Since ending his newspaper career 


"Pioneer" Swan has been a rancher in 
a small way 10 Carmel valley. He has 
many visitors, although his location is 
somewhat remote, and he is very deaf. 
On his quarterly visits to Monterey he 
Is invariably the recipient of considera- 
ble attention, and his rusty old hat, 
with its staring inscription of ' 'Pioneer, 
1843," makes him known to easterners 
who, but for this, would see nothing in 
aim except a healthy looking old man. 
—San Francisco Call.

£60 a ton. Now, by the Bessemer proc- 
ess, steel of excellent quality can be 
made direct from crude pig iron at a 
cost ridiculously small compared with 
former prices and in quantities which 
the old steel workers never dreamed of 
dealing with at ouo operation. 


In lieu of the slow and expensive 


process of converting wrought iron bars 
into crude or blister steel by 10 days' 
exposure at a very high temperature to 
the action of carbon, oast iron worth 
only £3 a ton is, Sir Henry says, con- 
verted into Bessemer cast steel iu 80 
minutes wholly without skilled manip- 
ulation or tho employment of fuel, and 
while still maintaining its initial heat 
it can at once be rolled into railway 
bars or other required forms. 


The article gives a vivid picture o 


all that has been brought about by this 
revolution in a manufacture in which 
np to our own time there had been no 
change since blades of matchless temper 
were wrought in the forges of Damas 
ens and Toledo. Steel is now adapted 
to a thousand purposes of which our 
ancestors had no conception. 


By way of giving some idea of the 


enormous production of Bessemer stee 
now. Sir Henry asks us to imagine 
wall 6 feet in thickness and 20 fee' 
high, like a gigantic armor: T late form 
ed into a circle and made to surround 
London. The inclosure so made woulc 
extend to Watford on the north side, to 
Croydon on the south, to Woolwich on 
the east and to Hichmond on tho west 
It would contain an area of 795 square 
miles, and this great wall of London, 
weighing 10,500,000 tons, would jusi 
be equal to one year's production of 
Bessemer steel.
